Claims 5-7 & 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Browning et al 4,290,207. 

Browning shows a tripod having a mounting portion 15, 
and a member 18 having a first portion 31 coupled to a 
device 19 oriented in a vertical position, and a second 
portion non-rotatably coupled to the mounting portion. 
Although Browning does not show the member attached to an 
archery bow, the claim that the member is ''adapted to be" 
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attached to a bow does not define structure beyond that 
shown by Browning. 

Claims 8, 9, 13, & 14 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims . 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground (s) of 
rejection presented in this Office action. Accordingly, 
THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL.
